If this is so, would 
it be possible for you to let us have this information 
prior to the resumption of the Inquiry on February 17th 1964. 

The particular aspects which we would find 
useful are listed below, although any general information 
which you think relevant would also be appreciated. 

1. Background to the growth and development of 
scientology in the United States. 

2. The theoretical principles of scientology. 

3. The training of the founder L. Ron Hubbard 
in the natural and behavioural sciences. 

4. The training of scientology practitioners, 
the types of work undertaken by them, and the 
evidence evaluating the effects of such practices. 

5. The validity of the various tests and apparatus 
used by scientologists (e.g. the Oxford Capacity 
Analysis, the E-meter, the intelligence tests. 

6. The status of the National Academy of American 
Psychology in which the H.A.S.I. claims membership.

It shall be a law, that no bills incurred because of 
alcoholism.or a family problem with alcoholism, shall be 
collectable.. And that the necessary help be given to 
those persons so involved, without charge to them, but 
rather should the venders of such drugs be held responsible 
and liable for any bills, and the cost of therapy and ■ 
maintenence of such persons shall be from those■ 
who sell and handle the drug. 

If it shall be found that there is no cure for alcoholism 
then the abolishment of the sale of such, except under a 



doctors perscription and for a specific CURE or medication, 
shall, be punishable by the same lav/s which are already effective 
for other, narcotics and drugs*

After the selsure vea made the Founding Church of 8elentology ofjWOThiagt 
D.C., Inc., Washington, D.C., and approximately 40 individual cjUijnfintg^l^ll 
filed claim to the devices seised. They filed e notion for 
the action based on various constitutional provisions relating eo 'Mu’^l^alv^ 
procedure of the selsure, as well as to the Immunities of the organisation 
as a church. The Judge did not grant the motion for dismissal and in mid¬ 
summer the firm filed an answer denying the allegations of the libel which 
secs the seisnre matter up for eventual trial. 

We will be glad to maka available to you such information as is of public 
record, as you suggest. You may also wish to have someone get in Couch 
with the police at Seattle, Washington, since we understand from the public 
press that a minister from the Church of Scientology at Seattle was murdered 
on September 10 by a nan whose wife was a member of the organisation. The 
police are engaged at present In an Investigation of the events surrounding 
that murder.

WHAT IS SCIENTOLOGY? 


Scientology is a Religious Science. It 
is a Religion based on strict observations 
and no gratuitous assumptions. It is a 
Religion which has proved out, by scien¬ 
tific method, the existence of the Soul. 
What Scientology has proved is that each 
individual person IS his Soul. A person 
does not HAVE a Soul, but IS a Spiritual 
Being. Body, mind, aberrations, vari¬

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STATEMENT BY FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY, 
WASHINGTON, D. C. . January 5, 1963 


The seizure of the property and records of our religious organ¬ 
ization, the Founding Church of Scientology, at the instigation of the 
Food and Drug Administration of the U.S. Department of Health, Ed¬ 
ucation and Welfare, is a shocking example of government bureaucracy 
gone mad. 

It is a direct and frightening attack upon the Constitutional rights 
of freedom of religion, freedom of press, and freedom of speech. 

Without any prior warning, or opportunity for officials of the 
Church to appear in Court for a hearing, a large force of United 
States Marshals entered Church premises and seized property and 
pamphlets used in the religious work of the Church, 

There is no criticism of the Court which issued the seizure war¬ 
rant, because it is not apparent from the warrant that the Court was 
advised by the government department that the premises and property 
of a church were to be entered and seized. Nor is it clear that the 
United States Attorney's office was advised by the Department officials 
that a church owned or possessed the property and literature that was 
seized. 

More than two months ago,, the Food and Drug Administration 
interfered with the delivery to the Church and its affiliated organiza¬ 
tions of the imported scientific instruments which are used in connec¬ 
tion with certain phases of the Church's religious activities. Protest 
was made with the Baltimore office of the Food and Drug Administration, 
and ample evidence was submitted showing that the detention of the pro¬ 
perty was in violation of the law and the Constitution of the United States. 
But up to this time the Church and its attorney have received no admin¬ 
istrative ruling, which could be appealed either within the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, or to the Courts. 

Instead, there has been a subsequent seizure of property, with¬ 
out notice or prior Court hearing for the Church, such as might have 
occurred under Stalin or Khruschev in Russia. 

If the legitimate work and activities of one religious organization 
can be ruthlessly attacked and violated by one branch of the United States 
Government, no other religious organization is safe from similar or like 
illegal intrusion and attack. The question directly raised is: "Are we 
in America today living under a Godless government which intends ulti¬ 
mately to destroy all religions and religious organizations?" 

There is nothing in the so-called warrant that was issued to in¬ 
dicate that the Court was informed-. . . as it should have been . . . that 
civil administrative proceedings were pending and had not been decided. 
The facts are that the District Office of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion in Chicago had previously ruled against the seizure or detention of 
property such as was seized by request of the same government agency 
in Washington on January 4th. And previously another government a- 
gency, the Customs Bureau, had made a definite ruling that is in direct 
conflict with the basic contention of the Food and Drag Administration 
on which its seizure of the Church's property was founded. 



Necessarily, all the facts will be given to the Court, in the hope 
and expectation that it will uphold the Constitutional rights of freedom 
of religion and expression. 

It is also hoped and expected that the Secretary of the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare . , . who is of a different religious 
faith than the members of the Church of Scientology . . . will give his 
own, personal consideration to the facts of the pending case, which in¬ 
volves the Constitutional right of freedom of religion. It is not too 
late yet to correct the excesses of his subordinates, undoubtedly com¬ 
mitted without authorization from him.

A STATEMENT BY L. RON HUBBARD FOR THE PRESS 

January 5, 1963 

"Although I have few details all I can make of this is that the United 
States Government, not some special interest using the government, 
has launched an attack upon religion and is seizing and burning books 
of philosophy. 

" Spiritual healing being legal under the laws of the District does not in 
any way influence or explain this action. The meter neither heals nor 
diagnoses. We or any doctor know that. The books do not talk about 
healing. They talk of the Daws of Life and the Spiritual Character of 
Man. They are not subversive nor pornagraphic nor do they specialize 
in healing. So the charges are completely false and will soon be dis- 
proven in Court. 

' As an author this is the only thing that concerns me: The government 

has begun to seize religious texts. Apparently a burning of the books 
has begun in the United States. Where will this end? Complete cen¬ 
sorship? A complete ignoring of the First Amendment? Are churches 
to be attacked and books burned as a normal course of action? 

" We have won through many attacks. If there was anything truly wrong 
with us we would have fallen years ago. We are still alive and the 
sun never sets on our organizations. We will win through this one 
with ease as we have done nothing wrong. 

" But is this the beginning of the end for Freedom of Speech, Freedom of 
the Press and Freedom of Religion? And who else tomorrow or the 
next day will be subject to having his books forbidden, seized or burned? 

'As the author of those books I am shocked to be told not to speak to 
Man about Freedom or the Spiritual Daws of Life. 

11 Tomorrow you too may have to start being careful about what you 
write. If they let us continue to write at all. "

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A SECOND STATEMENT BY E. RON HUBBARD 


January 6, 1963 


Commenting on the recent armed raid on the Church of Scien¬ 
tology, under the direction of the Federal Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, E. Ron Hubbard, author of the seized philosophical and religious 
texts which are sheduled to be burned or otherwise 'disposed of by 
the U. S. Government, said: 

"Toward the end of August '6Z I offered President Kennedy my 
assistance and the help of Scientology in narrowing the gap in the space 
race. 

"Twice in recent years the White House has specifically requested 
ted from us a presentation of Scientology to see what it could do to 
help the general effort. We responded with a mass of information. 

"As Scientology can raise men's ability through the Church's 
processing procedures it could be of benefit in improving American 
scientists in their work on technical problems. However, as Scien¬ 
tology fell in the realm of the spirit and refused to consider Man an 
animal sprung from mud, the help was not accepted. 

"In August when Kennedy had been President awhile I thought it 
only courteous to make the gesture again. I did not realize that there 
were lesser officials of the government who were evidently imbued with 
ideas of religious persecution. 

"I would greatly like to have a conference with Mr. Kennedy on 
this subject. I am sure we could come to some amicable understand¬ 
ing on religious matters. Extreme measures such as attacking church¬ 
es and burning philosophical texts are not going to solve anything. It 
puts America no further ahead in the space race. Religion should not 
be a factor in these matters. 

"If Scientology can make smarter scientists I don't think we should 
forego this national victory just because of some point of religious dif¬ 
ference. If we can make better pilots and astronauts without injuring 
their faith, I don't see why we can't forego the idea that Man is an an¬ 
imal for a bit. The matter should not rise to the heights of religious 
persecution. Religious bigotry has no place in national victory. Un¬ 
less we do something to give America an edge over her enemies she 
will continue to be bled white by the tax collectors to support some 
stupid and costly science. If by making smarter scientists (and we 
have many cases that say we can) we can save America money and 
give her victory. Religious persecution should not be used to keep 
us from doing it. 

"However, If President Kennedy did grant me an audience to 
discuss this matter that is so embarassing to the government at home 
and abroad, I would have to have some guarantee of safety of person. 

"As all of my books have been seized for burning, it looks as 
though I will have to get busy and write another book. "

As you suggested it 

has to do with the adjustment of the magnetic pickup on the recorded 

head, gap spacing and position. 

The Voice of America has a group of technicians that handle the operation 

of their recorders. They would be willing to examine one of these 

devices. If you wish we can wait until another sample is reported bv 

customs and use it or if you want we can use one of the E meters for 

demonstration purposes.

In the Government's theory of the case, the E meter is used as a device 
which indicates by needle fluctuation changes in resistance in the circuit 
when the tin cans are held in the hands of a subject. It is our understanding 
from Mr. Kennedy's report that these changes would arise from the surface 
area and pressure with which the cans are held in the hands and the perspiration 
on the surface of the hands. Very little, if any, other bodily function would 
be reflected by needle movement. 

In the labeling for the article the representation is made that while these 
variables are reflected by needle movement, there is an additional aspect 
in which the actual density or electrical resistance of the body cells are 
modified by the impact of thought or emotion (engrams, facsimiles) on the 
body. The meter is represented to be specially designed with great sensitivity 
in order to measure this supposed physiological function while the aspects 
of pressure, surface area, and perspiration remain fairly constant. 

This is to request that you undertake an investigation immediately to determine, 
if possible, the influence of the body on needle movement when by one means 
or another the variables of hand contact are eliminated in the circuit. 

Among procedures which have been suggested for eliminating these variables 
have been the suggestion that two identical hypodermic needles be used, one 
needle being Injected in one arm and the other in the other with the terminals 
of the E meters being attached to the base of the needles so as to minimize 
the skin contact aspect. Other means of reducing the variability of contact 
area and pressure would be to tape terminals of a uniform size on to the skin 
with tape and leave only the perspiration variable to be measured. Another 
procedure would be some similar arrangement with a sufficient amount of liquid 
(preferably an electrolyte) present at the point of contact to eliminate 
variables in the perspiration aspect by having the maximum amount of liquid 
present. 
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2. 


With any one of these procedures In effect for completing the circuit through 
the body, the subject could then be subjected to various procedures including: 

1. Muscular activities such as tensing and relaxing the muscles of 
the arms and back. 

2. Voluntary modification of the rate of breathing. 

3. Physically induced stimulation of emotions. 

4. Mentally induced stimulation of the emotions in a manner similar 
to that utilized by the firm for this purpose. For such use we 
are attaching a copy of the "Security Check" which includes a great 
number of questions, some possibly embarrassing. The "Security Check" 
is a portion of the labeling of the article. Other labeling indicates 
that it is extremely unlikely or impossible for a person to be sub¬ 
jected to this "Security Check" and not have some needle reaction 
unless the person has been thoroughly "cleared." 

We believe that the above-indicated investigation is necessary in order to 
eliminate from medical opinion testimony the confusion which would be engendered 
by cross-examination as to the influence of Internal bodily variations in 
resistance on the meter.

Dear Senator Ioomye: 

Thank yon for your interest and concern in the case of the 
"Scientology laid" in Washington last Jsenary. I have the letter sent 
to yon by Mr. John Harvey, Depoty Commissioner of the Food and Drag 
Admin is t ration, and I wish to mate several coenMnts on this letter, 
eesMenta which I feel to be very cogent to this case. Some aspects of 
the letter were very alarming to ne (see below especially Quotation 5 
and c i m in ts), and you nay wish to be alert to the issues 1 feel are 
involved. 


1 should like to wake it very clear that 1 am net commenting 
as a "disciple" or hard-shell adherent of all the religious or quasi- 
religions statements and writings of Dr. Hubbard, but rather as a 
scientist and psychological practitioner of many years standing, as 
well as an interested citisen. 

Nor axe ay comments meant to be derogatory to Mr. Harvey and 
the PM. They have a big and important job to do in our country, and 
it is undoubtedly difficult to obtain all the facts in every situation 
they must confront. When such a storm is raised, as in this case where 
religious issues are involved, both sides are apt to become overenthn- 
siastic in presenting their positions. 

« 1 shall choose quotations from Mr. Harvey*a letter (retaining 

the context as much as possible), and then comment on the <yiotatiou. 

1. Quotation : "The 'Academy* trains 'auditors,' who treat 'pre- 

dears' (patients). The Guidance Center receives money for 
the service of auditors in improving people's health." 

Comments : 

a. Pre-dears are not called "patients," My practice has always 
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been to refer to persons 1 work with as "clients'* or "patients 
depending upon the severity of disturbance. I foissd tUi habit of nine 
frowned upon during ay training at the Academy. 

to. In ay experience with Scientologists and the Guidance Center, 

I have not known of official instances where money was received for the 
purpose of iaproviog anyone's health. The genuine concern, as closely 
as I could gather even with the Most critical theoretical exaainatioc, 
the aim is the improvement of the state of the soul. In Scientology 
theory the general Western term "soul," as well as the Eastern tern 
"Self," is roughly approximated by the theoretical ten "Thetan." I 
should also add that the ten "Thetan" does not appear to be used sinply 
as a guise under which to treat probleas of the mind, as is the case in 
■any "mind healing" religions and group#, "Mind" and "Thetan” (soul) 
are sharply differentiated, theoretically as well as in practice, 

c. 1 amst admit that meet Scientology practitioners expect an 

increase in the physical aid Mental health of the individual undergoing 
"processing" by an auditor — including an inproveaent in those diseases 
generally classed as "psychosomaticBut X aust also point out that 
thia expectation is a realistic one shared by pastoral counselors of assy 
persuasions, not to aention psychologists, social workers, aad a&ay other 
ootMKdical workers in the helping professions. However, let ae reiterate 
that the Scientologist's genuine concern is with improving the state of 
the spiritual being rather than the physical being. Indeed, Dr, Hubbard 
warns repeatedly about the person who has what he calls the "hidden 
standard" — the person who judges Scientology by his improvement in 0 
among other things, psychosomatic ailments, and Hubbard specifically 
cautions against accepting such individuals for auditing, or at least 
making sure that such hidden standards are brought out into the open and 
nullified. 


The standard which the person aay have is to rid hiaself of 
spiritual burdens, and this is the standard that auditors set for then- 
selves in their work. Physical inproveaent is regarded as a happy, but 
circumstantial by-product of the work. 

I sa aware that in the earlier writings of Dr. Hubbard the 
improvement of psychosoaatic conditions played an important part. How¬ 
ever, over the past decade the religio-tbeoretical systea has changed 
radically, with marked enphasis upon the spiritual side. And I aust 
repeat that this development appears to ae to be s valid theoretical one,' 
not just a change of words to serve as a guise. 

d. It is true that mental improvement, in the sense of rises in 

I.Q., is presented as evidence of the efficacy of Scientological pro- 
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cmiag. Howtr, again the emphasis is not on as iaprovnnt of 
"mind," but upon a spiritual improvement wbicb brings about a freer, 

•ore efficient operation of tbs mind. 

«• Finally* 1 should like to point out the precedent of the Chris¬ 

tian Science religion in our oat ion sad in the world* 1 choooe Christian 
Science because* although it definitely falls into the class of “faith 
healing” and “mental healing” groups, it is usually coaaidered above 
reproach ethically and otherwise, regardless of what one aay think of the 
rationale underlying its work* This group has a vast network of “Reading 
Rooms" throughout the world. In then is usually to be found a Christian 
Science "practitioner," wfco does what 1 have always considered to be 
psychological counseling, but which oust also be considered spiritual 
counseling within their religious franework* For such work nooey is 
received, and in Christies faience the enphnele is ottongly upon the 
improvement of the individual's physical health, as nay be inferred from 
■any of their nost important writings, X have spoken with nany medical 
doctors, and the almost u n a n i mo u s opinion Cl have never heard more than 
rvmor and opinion) is that Christian Science represents a serious health 
menace because of this enpbasis oo health* Be that as it my, 1 merely 
wish to point out the parallels of “practitiooer“ to "auditor" and the 
far greater emphasis in Christian Science in ite direct attack upon 
disease, which it regards as "tin" and “nonexistent•“ 

2. Quotation : “Before making this seisure, a very careful inves¬ 
tigation was made by our organisation. The investigation 
developed that the B meter is nothing wore than a simple 
galvanometer for conveying and cm asurlog minute amounts of 
current which flow between two dissimilar metala," 


Co m m e nts: 


a. I would take issue technically with the statement that the B- 

Meter is a "simple galvanometer" (l,s*, current-measuring device)* True, 
it is not tremendously complex in its construction. However, it is a 
rather complicated Wheatstone Bridge circuit combined with other standard 
components, sad a very sensitive meter which is adjusted in such a way in 
combination with the circuit as to eliminate the measurement of the gross 
resistance of the body and "pick off" very minute changes in resistance* 
These minute changes of resistance are attributed to actual changes in the 
body brought about by abberative enturbulatiooa, wbicb result from the 
interaction between the mind-body complex and the soul or tbetsn. Again, 
the theory for this view is highly developed, and the Scientologist feels 
that he has much practical and research evidence that his theory in this 
regard is a useful framework* 

b* Furthermore, 1 should add that the quotation seems somewhat rhetori¬ 
cal to me. One might infer, for exai^le, that because the E-Meter is a 
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"simple itlftoowtu," it is therefore useless* This inf erases does not 
follow* The technical uoa at ths E-Meter (X can attest with grim cer¬ 
tainty from ths grueling sooths of drill in its uu|«'.) is complex, exact, 
aad requires a very high order of skill and precision* The stateaeot 
strikes as as similar to saying, foe exanple, that a surgeon's scalpel 
was found upon investigation to be M a simple knife,’* 

3, Quotation : "In a previous case involving a device of coaparable 

construction, we bad been able to establish that this type of 
Machine has oo value whatsoever in diagnosing or treating any 
disease of nan."

a* Again, rhetoric see— to croop iot# this stsSosset, has the 

previous case a Scientologist? Apparently not. Furthermore, X had thought 
ths present issue was whether or not Or, Hubbard had claimed the device 
diaguoees and treats the dinese e s of nan, Mr. Harvey not only equates 
the other case's use of what he feels to be a similar device to the use 
Scientology puts ite device, but in addition leaves one with the iupressioo 
that Dr. Hubbard definitely claims his device diagnoses aad treats the 
diseases of aan. Putting tbeee two quotations together, a roughly similar 
statement night bn, "The surgeon*s scalpel was found on investigation to 
be nothing sore than a simple knife, and furthermore, in s previous case, 
using such a scalpel, a aoo-medicslly trained abortionist's actions ltd 
to loss of life.’* 

4. Quotation : "... the voluminous literature distributed by the 

Academy and the Guidance Center contains many representa¬ 
tions that this device will treat and diagnose, detect and 
eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders aad such serious 
diseases ss arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as psycho¬ 
somatic ailments in the literature.’* 


a* In this quotation I agree that Mr. Harvey has some justifica¬ 

tion. However, I also feel that he carries it much too far and exagger¬ 
ates Dr. Hubbard's real intent* When I first became acquainted with 
Scientology, I must admit that I was somewhat aghast at the "non-academic" 
character of Dr. Hubbard's writings. His writli^s, although often superb 
and logical, at times seemed to me very extravagant. Why he does this is 
a complex matter which has to do with his enthusiastic personality, the 
imeense job he has undertaken (i.e., a "cleared" world), and so forth. I 
have often wished it were different, but then I began to accept this 
exhwberaat styls along with all the good the man has done and is doigg. 
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Bat bat* 1* where Mr. Harvey go** too far 1st ay opinion. First, 
the statement that th* 1*» Meter diagnoses and treat* diseases, ate., i* 
oo« that ha* saver coos to sy attention in ay reading*. The exact intent 
of Or. Hubbard's reference* and, a* nearly a* I can see, their actual 
wording nay be summarised a* follow*i "A cleared , individual Ci.e* on* 
spiritually free and perfectly balanced) would not be troubled by peycho- 
soaatic or other physical or nental disorder*. This state of clear cannot 
be achieved without the aid of the B-Meter.* 

tegardles* of whether or not one agree* with thia statement or 
theoretical positioo on Hubbard*a part, I *ee abeolutely no logical infer¬ 
ence her* that the B-Meter treats or diagnosee disease. Many great reli¬ 
gion*, a* well as lesser ones, would endorse the first part of the above 
sunnary a* true. They night not agree that an B-Meter was necessary to 
achieve th* state nf clear Quace , enlightenn e nt , lamehrti , self-realisation, 
sartorl, or whatever they call their conceptioo of the perfectly spiritually 
balanced nan), but they would have equivalent claims as to the efficacy of 
their own prggraan nf spiritual development, i.a., cob tempiaticm, prayer, 
fasting, Zasen, neditatioe, yogic practices, etc. Or. Hubbard seen* to be 
in very good company in hi* general view* here, regardless of the bias we 
may feel toward the use of technical instruments is spiritual practice. 

This would seen to explain the FDA's belief that Dr. Hubbard 
purports to treat diseases with the £-Meter. And perhap* one can under¬ 
stand how, without sufficient theoretical background in Scientology or in 
the various religious systems, one night (by stretching it a bit, and also 
taking into account th* somewhat noo-scademic language) infer that 
Dr. Hubbard is fact does make such claims. But I should also add that 1 
know of no instance where Hubbard even claims that the B«*teter itself 
improves the spiritual state of man. The B-Meter is represented merely 
as a tool (exactly analogous ou the spiritual level to an electrocardio¬ 
graph, electroencephalograph, etc.) by which an expert with the device 
takes various reactions which, to the untrained, would be quite meaning¬ 
less, and usee them to point out to the individual his areas of spiritual 
abberation. In no sense has it ever even remotely been represented to me 
of anyone of my acquaintance as a device which treats even the spiritual 
abberation*, let alone the physical one*. 

I moat add in all fairness that I have not read every piece of 
literature coming from Dr. Hubbard** pen in the last 14 years. There may 
be soeuthiag somewhere irtiich validate* directly the claia of the PDA. 
However, in the current literature to which I have been exposed, the above 
considerations apply. The aln of the B-Meter, it is constantly stressed, 
is to measure the abberative factors in connection with the thetan, i.e., 
the spiritual side of man. 

b. lo th* sense mentioned above, the B-Meter is represented as a 

"diagnostic aid." However, it is represented a* diagnostic of, as I #ay, 
the abbtrstiv* spiritual makeup — not tbs physical. In non* of my 
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trlining wu there ever verbal or written reference to the diagnosis of 

diasassa. 

5, Quotation ! "The iave*tig ation further developed the fact that a 

belief in the religion of Scientology was not a necessary part 
of either diagnosis, treatment or cars." etc*

a* Again the rhetorical device is used here of imbedding the very 
iseoe tinder discussion (i«e«, "diagnosis, trsatnent or cure") in as 
otbsrwise fairly acceptable state—nt* It has the flavor of the "When 
did you stop beating your wife?" question. 

b. What la such note pertinent in Mr. Harvey*s state—nt is the 
implication that there is something wrong or underbanded about there 
being no require—nt of belonging to the particular church is order to 
obtain help. As o— long vitally interested is religious practices, sod 
a —nber of the Academy of Religion and Mental Health, 1 can assure you 
that Mr* Harvey's charge would have considerable justification only if it 
were the other way around — if help were refused a person who did —t 
profess the samebeliefs or did not belong to the Church ef Scientology. 
Any religious group worthy of the ns— offers its services to sn indivi¬ 
dual regardless of his race, creed, or color. It is rsally quits alarsing 
that such interprstatioss os this are creeping into govern—ntal evalua¬ 
tions of our various religio— groups. Is this the beginning of eventual 
govsrn—ntal control of churcbes as to the conditions under which they —y 
administer to troubled individuals — i*e», that the individual trust pro¬ 
fess belief before joining or partaking of the benefits of a particular 
religious group? 

6. Quotation : "We have s state— nt frost a person who was told at 
tbe Academy that the religious angle was adopted for tax 
purposes."

Is comm— t really necessary here? Is this the order of evidence 
i.a., "a state—at from a person," etc* to bring out an iaaue of sucb 
national Importance? 

7, Quotation : "We have a written explanation by L. Ron Hubbard to the 
' cl/ect that the religion idea would enable practitioners to 
get into hospitals, prisons and other places where they other¬ 
wise would not be permitted." 


Co—ota i 

a* As a citiaen and scientist who sarnsstly desires the kind of 

protection 1 ordinarily expect from tbe Pood and Drug Administration, 1 am 
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trying to keep wy evaluations balanced and logical* However, it do®s 
get aott difficult with the analysis of each succeeding statement, What 
ob earth is the indictment in such a statement as this? Whet on earth is 
the aim of the Pood and Drug Administration *— to keep helping people out 
of prisons and hospitals? I know from personal observation that Scien¬ 
tology Ministers go into such places to give spiritual assistance to 
suffering individuals without cost or obligation* and even without a great 
deal of the conversion type seal we ordinarily see. Personally, 1 feel 
this a strong point in Dr* Hubbard's favor* and feel that mors such prac¬ 
tices arc devoutly to be wished. 

8* Quotation ! "Me have a letter signed by a responsible person in the 
organisation claiming the devices to be diagnostic machines." 

Comments: 


a* Diagnostic of what? The issue, so far as PDA is concerned, is 

with the B-Meter being a machine to diagnose disease. The &-&etcr ray be 
regarded, as s dbgnostic machine la so far as spiritual matters are con¬ 
cerned* Furthermore, it is my opinion that it is a very useful device in 
tbe hands of an expert for psychological diagnosis, though 3 do not know 
whether Dr* Hubbard would agree with that or not* It does seen improbable 
to m that s "responsible person in the organisation” would sake any state¬ 
ment about the B-tteter as being useful in the diagnosis of disease. Should 
such a statement become an official statement of the Church of Scientology, 
1 would certainly consider very carefully any further personal association 
with or support of the group. 


In summary, Senator loouye, wy personal experience with sod 
evaluation of Dr. Hubbard's work sod writings force me to raise serious 
objections to uany points in Mr. Harvey's letter representing the case of 
the Pcod and Drug Administration* 1 am sure that the FDA is sincere is 
its efforts, but it seems highly probable that because of tbeir background 
of experience with various cults, machine-cures, etc,* they my be display¬ 
ing inordinate seal in this case just because Scientology displays some of

Drug, end Cosmetic Act of the Halted States establishes certain require* • 

manta for the labeling of therapeutic devices and prohibits any r/%:^*^' 

or'misleading claims. From a review of the literature of the *■ ■* ‘ '" '' h‘ ’ 

Scientology Organizations, it vaa our conclusion that the S-meter used 
by Scientologists fell within the definition of a device under the Act 
and that it was misrepresented by the labeling employed by the Organisa¬ 
tion. 

We are enclosing a copy of the Libel of Information filed in this action 
which constitutes the pleadings in the District Court against the device* 

We arc also enclosing a copy of the Federal Food* Drug* and Cosmetic Act. 
Pertinent to the action taken against the B-meter device are the pro¬ 
visions of Sections 201(b)* (h), (k) and (m) # Section 201(a) has bean 
interpreted by the courts to include aa labeling all printed material 
which has a functional relationship to the sals* distribution, or use of 
the article whether or not it is in immediate physical association with 
it* Therefore* printed matter of the Scientologists which recommends or 
explains the use of the device for the prevention or treatment of disease 
is considered as labeling* Section 304(a) which authorizes seizure and 
Sections 302(e) and 302(f)(1) are the basis far the charges spelled out

Our files indicate that for a number of years. United Research - 

Laboratories has performed no manufacturing of ita own; its 
present business consists solely of distributing drug products ...Y-J 
manufactured by other firms. Under these circumstances, we aro i 

not in a position to cousnent with any degree of specificity on the 
quality of the products distributed by United Research Laboratories 
to its customers. 

By way of explanation, we must point out that we are able to 
sample and test only a small fraction of the large number of drug 
shipments which enter Interstate eosaaerce. As a practical means 
of making our enforcement efforts moat effective, we teed to 
concentrate our attention on actual manufacturers of drugs, since 
by visiting the manufacturing establishment and evaluating the - 
production and control facilities, we are able to determine which 
firms appear to have Inadequate controls or other deficiencies 
which are likely to result la violative products. The Pood and 
Drug Administration, however, does tat "rate" firms In this 
regard. Naturally, we test a larger proportion of the output 
of suspect firms than that of firms which appear to have satis¬ 
factory manufacturing and control procedures. 


We ore enclosing, for your Interest, a copy of our monthly report 
of activities' Which discusses on page 6 the seisure of "E-Meter" 
devices charged to be misbranded under the Federal Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act.

Of course, the -■ 
ixwsibility that the religious defense would be taada was recog¬ 
nised, but our attorneys concluded after revising the facts we 
had collected that this serious health ssenaco could be <iealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions.

MEMORANDUM FOR FILE 


On January 29 I interviewed Mr. Malcolm Houston, Attorney,with offices 
at 1010 Vermont Avenue, N. W., Washington, D. C. Mr. Houston was re¬ 
ferred to me by Mrs. Sisk of the General Counsel's office as an indiv¬ 
idual who had been connected with an assault by L. Ron Hubbard. Mr. 

Houston supplied the following information. / .V?*;.-, 

Mr. Joseph Ettelman, owner cf a jewelry manufacturing plant becasB^ciose^fl^^ 
friend8 with Mr. L. Ron Hubbard sometime in 1958. Mr. Hubbard 
a partner with Mr. Ettelman in this jewelry manufacturing operation 
supplied Bttelman with'credit of $50,000. The Jewelry firm wa8;.to' saake,:|f^>f^ 
pendants containing signs of the Zodiac for Mr. Hubbard's use lirthe 
related firms of the Founding Church of Scientology. These pendants vers' 
to be given to the auditors depending upon their progress and status in v:. 
the organization. The various Zodiac symbols would indicate their status. 

Mr. Ettelman was also supplied with money for down payment on manufac¬ 
turing equipment by Mr. Hubbard. As Mr. Ettelman had difficulty with 
the IRS, Mr. Hubbard suggested that the property of the jewelry firm be 
sold to Mr. Hubbard. Immediately upon the sale the property was leased 
on a five-year basis back to Mr. Joseph Ettelman. Difficulties then arose 
when Mr. Hubbard declined to make further payment on the machinery which 
he had supplied the down payment for and Mr. Ettelman had various suits 
outstanding for the claim. 

A Miss Marilyn Routsong then filed a complaint for the Founding Church 
of Scientology against Hr. Ettelman on the basis that the contract for 
the sale of the property was made under false pretense. The contract 
Indicates in fine print, that the property was free and clear. The 
Founding Church claimed that they had no contact with Mr. Ettelman other 
than the-sale of this property. This charge was filed in Hyattsville, 

Hi.; on July 20,-1959. 

Mr. Ettelman was placed in jail three different times and each time was 
released on bond which bond was increased in value up to $4,000. He was 
then indicted at Grand Jury in Upper Marlboro, Md. and found not guilty. 
Attorney Houston then obtained a complaint of false arrest which was 
filed in the District of Columbia on January 4, 1960 and is referenced 
as DC 14-60.

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Attorney Boob tan was able to determine that Mr. Hubbard would be In 
the H&shlrigton area on January 4 and that he vaa living at the Shoreham 
Hotel under an assumed name of James Olsen. Attorney Houston and a 
process server, Mrs. Cynthia Steketee Harrison, proceeded to the Shoreham 
Hotel to serve the papers on five separate individuals or organizations. 

These included the Founding Church of Scientology of the District of 
Columbia, the Founding Church of Scientology of New York, Mary Sue 
Hubbard, L. Ron Hubbard and Marilyn Routsong. Upon confronting Mr. 

Hubbard with the papers Mrs. Harrison's hands were slapped and the papers 
were strewn to the floor, on five separate occasions. A fight then 
developed amongst Mr. Houston, Mrs. Harrison, Ron Hubbard, Mary Sue 
Hubbard, Marilyn Routsong and a few other individuals who were in ac¬ 
companiment with Mr. Hubbard. Attorney Houston states that Marilyn 
Routsong pounced upon him, scratched and kicked like a wild caC..„.

Eventually the fight broke up and the papers were given to Mr. Hnbbard, 
as he entered an elevator. He again knocked them to the floor but ,was’:V; F r 
informed that the papers had been served. "\r 

Mr. Houston then made arrangements with Attorney James Donovan vto^was. 
handllng the case for Mr. Hubbard, to take Mr. Hubbard's deposition'* 

London, England. This was by Gentleman's Agreement. Mr. Houston 
to Bngland but was unable to contact Mr. Hubbard. Upon returning to the 
Country he confronted Mr. Donovan and was told that he had not issued the 
required legal papers in order to obtain this deposition. 

Mr. Houston stated tha£he.:had not filed an assault suit against Mr. 

Hubbard after much consideration. He stated that he did not want the 
publicity which would evolve due to his other suit which was in process. 

Mr. Houston still intends to contact Mr. Hubbard for deposition, after 
filing the proper legal forms. Oils case is still outstanding. No trial 
has been held; however, several motions have been filed. 

Mr. Houston stated that his client, Mr. Joseph Ettelman, was required to 
join the Founding Church of Scientology In order that the business deal 
with L. Ron Hubbard could be consummated. Mr. Houston offered to ac¬ 
company me on an Interview with Mr. Ettelman who he felt would be able 
to supply much information about the Founding Church and other organiza¬ 
tions of L. Ron Hubbard, and who would be a very willing witness if 
needed in any court case. 

I intend to interview Mr. Ettelman at my nextopportunity.

On January 4, 1963, we seized in the District of Columbia the Hubbard 
Electrometer which was represented and suggested as a device which is 
adequate for the diagnosis, treatment and cure of all mental diseases 
of mankind and practically all physical diseases. The device is a skin 
galvanometer which is of no value for these purposes. 

This action has resulted in a considerable amount of publicity and 
Congressional inquiry, A vigorous contest of the seizure is expected 
on the grounds that the meter is a religious instrument for use as a 
part of the Confessional of the Founding Church of Scientology. 

The so-called Church has its origin in a book named "Dianetic" written 
by L. Ron Hubbard, a science fiction author. This book sponsored a 
type of do it yourself psychiatry called "Dianetics" and later named 
Scientology. Many individuals untrained in psychiatry became practitioners 
and made this activity a means of livelihood, and formed an association 
of practitioners which was later designated as a "Church." 

L. Ron Hubbard who is still the leader of the organization explains in 
his literature that the Church was established for protection from medical 
practice laws and to provide the practitioner an avenue of access as 
ministers into hospitals, insane asylums, penitentiaries and other re¬ 
stricted places." The church organization has also been explained to 
individuals as a "tax dodge." 

In order to properly prepare for this vigorous contest it is desired 
that we obtain any and all information concerning the various organiza¬ 
tions and individuals connected with them. We wish to show the entire 
background of the organizations and develop evidence concerning the prime 
movers of the organizations with particular interest in criminal records 
or actions taken by state and local officials. Knowledge of the complete 
history of the movement is desired.

As this movement is spread throughout the Nation, several districts will 
be^requested to determine, facts concerning the individuals and the various 
organizations. Districts receiving these assignment memorandums are re¬ 
quested to follow-up on’any additional leads which they may uncover, ob¬ 
taining certified copies ,of any records .available,if possible; names, .. . 
addresses, and .dates,,of, .birth.-of any individuals should be reported where 
possible, and any evidence, of,,any franchise agreements.

In a previous case 
involving a device of colorable construction, we had been able to estab¬ 
lish thht this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing or 
treating any disease of man. nonetheless, the voluminous literature 
distributed by the Academy end the Guidance Center contains many repre¬ 
sentations that this device will treat and diagnose, detect and eliminate, 
all mental and nervous disorders end such serious diseases as arthritis, 
cancer, stomach ulcere, radiation bums, and poliomyelitis, which are all 
classified as "psychosomatic ailments 0 in the literature.

The practice is also some¬ 
times referred to as dianetics. The literature of the organization 


is replete with claims for the treatment of serious diseases, both 


mental and physical. The indications are that our action will be 
contested and we are preparing the government's case. 


We are enclosing a copy of a letter from N. P.^LewchulT >f( canora^ 
^Sask., Canada^ which illustrates the harm that may arise from the use 


of this device. 


While we are pursuing an investigation into similar cases in this 
country, we believe that the facts in this case would be particularly 
impressive for presentation as evidence if the appropriate information 
can be gathered. 


We are enclosing,for your information, a briefing memorandum and a copy of 
our announcement of the seizure which appears on page 6 of the enclosed 
Report of Enforcement and Compliance for January 1963.

‘A SECOND STATEMENT BY L. RON HUBBARD 

Commenting on the recent armed raid on the Church of Scien¬ 
tology, under the direction of the Federal Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, L. Ron Hubbard, author of the seized philosophical and religious 
texts which are sheduled to be burned or otherwise 'disposed of 1 by 
the U. S. Government, said: 

"Toward the end of August '62 I offered President Kennedy my 
assistance and the help of Scientology in narrowing the gap in the space 
race. 

"Twice in recent years the White House has specifically requested 
ted from us a presentation of Scientology to see what it could do to 
help the general effort. We responded with a mass of information. 

"As Scientology can raise men's ability through the Church's 
processing procedures it could be of benefit in improving American 
scientists in their work on technical problems. However, as Scien¬ 
tology fell in the realm of the spirit and refused to consider Man an 
animal sprung from mud, the help was not accepted. 

"In August when Kennedy had been President awhile I thought it 
only courteous to make the gesture again. I did not realize that there 
were lesser officials of the government who were evidently imbued with 
ideas of religious persecution. 

"I would greatly like to have a conference with Mr, Kennedy on 
this subject. I am sure we could come to some amicable understand¬ 
ing on religious matters. Extreme measures such as attacking church¬ 
es and burning philosophical texts are not going to solve anything. It 
puts America no further ahead in the space race. Religion should not 
be a factor in these matters. 

"If Scientology can make smarter scientists I don't think we should 
forego this national victory just because of some point of religious dif¬ 
ference. If we can make better pilots and astronauts without injuring 
their faith, I don't see why we can't forego the idea that Man is an an¬ 
imal for a bit. The matter should not rise to the heights of religious 
persecution. Religious bigotry has no place in national victory. Un¬ 
less we do something to give America am edge over her enemies she 
will continue to be bled white by the tax collectors to support some 
stupid auid costly science. If by making smarter scientists (and we 
have many cases that say we can) we can save America money and 
give her victory. Religious persecution should not be used to keep 
us from doing it. 

"However, If President Kennedy did grant me an audience to 
discuss this matter that is so embarassing to the government at home 
and abroad, I would have to have some guarantee of safety of person. 

"As all of my books have been seized for burning, it looks as 
though I will have to get busy and write another book. "

"Although I have few details all I can make of this is that the United 
States Government, not some special interest using the government, 
has launched an attack upon religion and is seizing and burning books 
of philosophy. 

" Spiritual healing being legal under the laws of the District does not in 
any way influence or explain this action. The meter neither heals nor 
diagnoses. We or any doctor know that. The books do not talk about 
healing. They talk of the Daws of Life and the Spiritual Character of 
Man. They are not subversive nor pornagraphic nor do they specialize 
in healing. So the charges are completely false and will soon be dis- 
proven in-Court. 

" As an author this is the only thing that concerns me: The government 

has begun to seize religious texts. Apparently a burning of the books 
has begun in the United States. Where will this end? Complete cen¬ 
sorship? A complete ignoring of the First Amendment? Are churches 
to be attacked and books burned as a normal course of action? 

" We have won through many attacks. If there was anything truly wrong 
with us we would have fallen years ago. We are still alive and the 
sun never sets on our organizations. We will win through this one 
with ease as we have done nothing wrong. 

' But is this the beginning of the end for Freedom of Speech, Freedom of 
the Press and Freedom of Religion? And who else tomorrow or the 
next day will be subject to having his books forbidden, seized or burned? 

As the author of those books I am shocked to be told not to speak to 
Man about Freedom or the Spiritual Laws of Life.

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STATEMENT BY FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY, 
WASHINGTON, D. C. January 5, 1963 


The seizure of the property and records of our religious organ¬ 
ization, the Founding Church of Scientology, at the instigation of the 
Food and Drug Administration of the U.S. Department of Health, Ed¬ 
ucation and Welfare, is a shocking example of government bureaucracy 
gone mad. 

It is a direct and frightening attack upon the Constitutional rights 
of freedom of religion, freedom of press, and freedom of speech. 

Without any prior warning, or oppartunity for officials of the 
Church to appear in Court for a hearing, a large force of United 
States Marshals entered Church premises and seized property and 
pamphlets used in the religious work of the Church. 

There is no criticism of the Court which issued the seizure war¬ 
rant, because it is not apparent from the warrant that the Court was 
advised by the government department that the premises and property 
of a church were to be entered and seized. Nor is it clear that the 
United States Attorney's office was advised by the Department officials 
that a church owned or possessed the property and literature that was 
seized. 

More than two months ago, the Food and Drug Administration 
interfered with the delivery to the Church and its affiliated organiza¬ 
tions of the imported scientific instruments which are used in connec¬ 
tion with certain phases of the Church's religious activities. Protest 
was made with the Baltimore office of the Food and Drug Administration, 
and ample evidence was submitted showing that the detention of the pro¬ 
perty was in violation of the law and the Constitution of the United States. 
But up to this time the Church and its attorney have received no admin¬ 
istrative ruling, which could be appealed either within the Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, or to the Courts. 

Instead, there has been a subsequent seizure of property, with¬ 
out notice or prior Court hearing for the Church, such as might have 
occurred under Stalin or Khruschev in Russia. 

If the legitimate work and activities of one religious organization 
can be ruthlessly attacked and violated by one branch of the United States 
Government, no other religious organization is safe from similar or like 
illegal intrusion and attack.

The seizure of the property and records of our religious organ¬ 
ization, the Founding Church of Scientology, at the instigation of the 
Food and Drug Administration of the U. S. Department of Health, Ed¬ 
ucation and Welfare, is a shocking example of government bureaucracy 
gone mad.

1 as writing to you to proteat the action of the Food and 
Drug Administration against tbe Founding Church of Scientology 
which secured last Friday afternoon. In this action, the 
peraonal property (Electrometers) of the students were 
confiscated en masse, as well as religious texts of the 
Church itself.

In addition to this, 
they have developed an approach to vhat I ahSll call 
"pastoral counseling" that la second to none in the world, 
in my opinion. 

About two and a half years ago I met a well trained

We left the premises at approximately 6:30 p.m.

Commenting on the recent armed raid on the Church of Scien¬ 
tology, under the direction of the Federal Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, L. Ron Hubbard, author of the seized philosophical and religious 
texts which are sheduled to be burned or otherwise 'disposed of' by 
the U.S. Government, said: 

"Toward the end of August '62 I offered President Kennedy my 
assistance and the help of Scientology in narrowing the gap in the space 
race. 

"Twice in recent years the White House has specifically requested 
ted from us a presentation of Scientology to see what it could do to 
help the general effort. We responded with a mass of information. 

"As Scientology can raise men's ability through the Church's 
processing procedures it could be of benefit in improving American 
scientists in their work on technical problems. However, as Scien¬ 
tology fell in the realm of the spirit and refused to consider Man an 
animal sprung from mud, the help was not accepted. 

"In August when Kennedy had been President awhile I thought it 
only courteous to make the gesture again. I did not realize that there 
were lesser officials of the government who were evidently imbued with 
ideas of religious persecution. 

"I would greatly like to have a conference with Mr, Kennedy on 
this subject. I am sure we could come to some amicable understand¬ 
ing on religious matters. Extreme measures such as attacking church¬ 
es and burning philosophical texts are not going to solve anything. It 
puts America no further ahead in the space race. Religion should not 
be a factor in these matters. 

"If Scientology can make smarter scientists I don't think we should 
forego this national victory just because of some point of religious dif¬ 
ference.

On Friday, January 4, 1963, I accompanied the party of U.S. Deputy Marshals 
assigned to effect seizure at the above referenced firm. The party consisted 
of U.S. Deputy Marshals Robert L. Haislip, Charles R. Hockman, John R. 

Berryman, Alonso Rogers, Edmund C. MacKinnan, a detective of the Washington 
Metropolitan Police Department, Morals Division, Narcotics Squad, who was 
deputized a U.S. Deputy Marshal for this seizure, and myself. 

We entered the building, at 1907 S. Street, N.W., through the rear door at 
approximately 2:48 p.m.

Today Scientology has reached a very special plateau of knowledge 

This Is the knowledge of how to help groups. 

Mankind's greatest problem is how to live happily with his fellow 
man. The social ills of man are composed of problems arising from his 
home life and business and repercussions from the national and racial 
scene. How much responsibility does a man have over his own life and 
those of his fellow man and woman? All of these things add up to the 
question: Do individuals in a group work for self preservation or are 
they striving for survival of their group? 

The group Is composed of individuals. A group coheres by reason 
of agreed upon customs, mores and standards which are pro-survival. 

A group degenerates because anti-survival doctrines have been adopted 
by some part or parts of the group. 

A very clear example of this is that of the South Pacific race who 
adopted abortion and then infanticide which later became an obsession. 

The race decreased as one would imagine and is now almost extinct. It 
has not survived because its policy was anti-survival, although it may have 
been a good Idea when it was brought In during a time of famine. 

Society has no inkling on how to retrieve a deteriorating state. The 

only thing understood is that nothing can be done about it, and that the way 
to handle a degenerating state of violence and unlawful disorder is to use 
more violence, more restraint, more law and more handcuffs. 

The idea that nothing can be done about it is a barrier of magnitude. 
But now Scientology has got the communication through: "SOMETHING 
CAN BE DONE ABOUT IT". We have taken the responsibility of dealing 
with words and not swords. We have hammered home the message. 
Something can be done about it" and we have broken through the barriers 
of apathy and ignorance.
